Oelrlchs received word that her hus- 
band had died ou the steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelru def tirosse, which was due to 
arrive iu New York ou Wednesday. 
The news came in the form of a wire- 
less message and stated that his death 
occurred ou Saturday. It was sent by 
Capt. Kuppere of the steamship. Mrs. 
Oelrichs and her sister, Mrs. William 
K. Vauderbilt, Jr., left at once for New 
York and were later joined by Mr. 
Charles M. Oelrichs. Mr. W. K. Van- 
derbilt, Jr., and Mr. Charles A. Child, 
an intimate friend of the family. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse ar- 


rived iu New York ou Tuesday, hriug- 
iug the body of Mr. Oelrichs. The (lags 
were at half mast. 
Relatives were 


there to meet the steamer. 


Mr. Oelrichs sailed from this country 


for Europe on Juue liih on tue steamer 
Kaiser Wilbelm der Urosse, arriving at 
Carlsbad ou Juue 20. He remained at 
the latter place, taking the waters,until 
August 2ii. It was the impression of 
bis relatives that the treatment bad 
benefited him. 


Mr. Oelrichs was one of the beat-

It must have been an all wise Provi-

Tests recently conducted by the de- 


partment of animal Industry at Plym- 
outh, Wls., in die matter of curing 
cheese show that a score of 95 per 
cent was made by cheese put Into 
cold storage at 82 degrees F. Im- 
mediately on removal from the press, 
while the lowest scoring, 81.4 per cent, 
was made by cheese kept In the fac- 
tory cooling room during the whole 
period of curing. A milder flavor was 
also obtained with tbe cold storage 
treatment,

Washington, Sept. 7.—Secretary of 


War Taft's Maine speech has revived 
the spirits of the tariff revisionists 
within, the-Republican party.

eign countries. 
No one believes the 


subject could be dealt with at tbe short 
session, but tbe representatives of the 
party who are clamoring for legisla- 
tion do not see what objection there 
would be to undertaking the work at 
an extra session.

the fact that such.rauk frauds have 
been perpetrated under the guise of 
furnishing cultures for the different 
leguminous crops, we would repeat 
what appeared in these notes a short 
time ago relative to this subject. 
In 


order to clear up a good deal of fiction 
concerning the matter, as well as to 
show up a numl)er of firms, that were 
swindling the public with bogus and 
worthless bacteria cultures, the agri- 
cultural department Issued a bulletin 
which states that experiments conduct- 
ed show that no beneficial results can 
be expected for a particular crop If the 
bacteria of that plant are already In 
the soil; that but little benefit can be 
expected If the ground Is decidedly In 
need of other fertilizers, such as phos- 
phates, potash or lime, and that prac- 
tically no benefit can be derived from 
Inoculation of the soil If It Is already 
rich In nitrogen. Experiments carried 
on at the Iowa station under tbe super- 
vision of Professor Ilolden show that 
very satisfactory results can be ob 
tabled by thoroughly fertilizing the 
plot to be used for alfalfa with barn- 
yard manure and putting It In the best 
of tilth before sowing tbe seed, har- 
rowing In as with clover. 
It Is con- 


ceded that there may be distinct ad- 
vantage In taking soil from a field In 
wblch the plant has obtained a foot- 
bold and scattering It on the new land 
at the time tbe seed Is sown, but the 
Importation of nltro cultures from any 
firm which does not have the O K of 
tbe department of agriculture or one's 
own state experiment station Is, as ex- 
perience of many has proved, a very 
precarious speculation. Fit tbe land 
u yon would to produce a bumper 
crop of corn and sow seed not later 
than Aug. IS. 


THK PRICK TOO HIGH. 


In a few weeks now tbe great public 


school system of the country will be In 
operation again. We would say a word 
to the parents of many a bright and 
ambitious pupil It Is that rather than 
be encouraged to take up extra bur- 
dens of school work during tbe years 
between twelve and sixteen the pupil— 
and this applies more particularly to 
the daughter In the home—should be al- 
lowed to take but the regular work, 
and less than, this If the condition of 
health requires it. 
Tbe cases are of 


all too frequent occurrence where an 
ambitions son or daughter has been 
nrged beyond the limit of physical and 
nervous endurance simply to satisfy 
the shallow vanity of an unwise and 
shortsighted pa rent In the desire to see 
the child at the head of the class. A 
•weakened vitality, ruined eyesight and 
a nervous breakdown are considera- 
tions which prove beyond question that 
the game doesn't begin to pay the can- 
dle. The boy possessing a somewhat 
larger endowment of animal spirits 
and having less ambition and pride 
than his sister will fire his books into 
the corner when the point of nervous 
tension Is reached and go out of doors 
and refresh his tired spirits. 
It Is 


only the "tomboy" girl who' will Imi- 
tate her brother in this respect and 
fortunate she Is if endowed with his 
feelings. 
There's not a high school, 


college or university In the country 
but has Its quota of human sacri- 
fices due to this abominable system of 
cramming, stuffing and overstudy. As 
tbe children In the home grow to ma- 
turity every care possible should be 
exercised with a view to giving them 
strong and robust bodies, their Intel- 
lectual attainments being of entirely 
secondary consideration when got at a 
sacrifice of health. It Is of mighty lit- 
tle satisfaction to the student when be 
finishes his school or college course to 
realize that In return for a store of 
more or less useless book knowledge 
he Is doomed to lifelong Invalidlsm and 
Incapacity. 
Education is a valuable 


asset, but It Is dearly acquired at an 
expense of physical bankruptcy.

The meetings of tbe Town Council 


have become weekly instead of month- 
Iv aud another was held on Tuesday of 
the past week. The primary purpose 
of this meeting was to compile the vot- 
ing lists for the present political year, 
but other matters seem to claim most 
of the time of the session. 


Chief among these was the expedi- 


encv of iucurriug au expense of $433.68 
aud" securing au additional width of 
two feet In the road bed from Newport 
line to the Two Mile Corner, which the 
State Board of Public Roads has un- 
dertaken to construct, aud for which a 
contract has beeu awarded to J. Over- 
ton Peckham. This piece of highway 
has been almost constantly before tbe 
Council for the past three years. The 
changes made necessary by the laying 
lof a railway track by the Newport aud 
Providence Railway Company were re- 
sponsible for most of this continuous 
atteutiou, and somebody has had a 
grievance ever since the track was laid 
and much dissatisfaction has beau ex- 
pressed. The State Board is now to 
take a baud in the matter. The Board 
Is limited to a width ot fourteen feet 
but proposed to tbe Council to extend 
tUe width to sixteen feet ou the assur- 
ance that the town contribute $483.68, 
tbe dlllereuce In the cost of construc- 
tion. As this road Is extensively used 
It was thought very desirable to have 
the width Increased to sixteen feet. On 
Tuesday afternoon W. Clarence Peck- 
ham of the Slate Board aud Euglueer 
Blaiichard were present in Council and 
ex plained the details of I he plan of im- 
provement adopted by their lioard.
